4 When the ‘Times was Corporation Printer 
under Dyer’s administration, it was paid the 
large sum of $2,250 for publishing the Coun- 
cil Proceedings from the middle of March un- 
| til the middle of January, and for the whole 
ear it received for this service alone not much 
jess than $3,000. It charged full advertising 
rates for publishing them. 
On the 16th of March 1857, an ordinance 
vas passed reducing the compensation of the 
Corporation Printer for publishing the Council 
proceedings, down to the bare cast of type set- 
Ging, which is not one fifth as much as the 
charged. Does it think that the price 
be reduced still lower? The only ſur- 
ther reduction the Couneil could conveniently 
make would be to ask the corporation paper 
publish their proceedings for nothing, and 
y the expense of type setting itself, which 
is exactly equivalent to asking a man to work 
‘for nothing and board himself When the 
| Times was corporation paper it set no such 
gelf-sacrificing example. 
The ordinance pays for publishing advertise- 
ments for the city the cost of type setting, 
which is nine cents a square! or fifty-four 
ts a square fora week. These rates are 
vot one-quarter what citizens pay to the Times 
‘ for advertising an equal space for the same 


For publishinig sidewalk notices six dollars 
are nominally allowed, but as the great major- 
ity of persous build or repair their own side- 
walks, the corporation paper gets nothing for 
advertising them. These sidewalk notices 
hardly average à dollar a pieee to the printer,

prices paid by the city for its publishing and
